Although skies !'cve cleared after nearly 50
days of on- and oft-1ain storms, now is the time
that danger of children drowning in deep sumps
reaches its peak,

The City Council has ordered that fencing
on all drainage ponds be checked carefully to
prevent children from crawling underneath
them. :

At South'High School, the potential danger
spot is a broken fence between the school ground
and a sump.

School officials announced they have placed
a guard at the danger area during daylight
hours to keep children out, and have also noti-
fied parents of all students, advising them of
the hazard.

Although sumps are far from being an ideal
drainage solution, indications are they will re-
main with us for some time to come.

In the meantime, it will be the responsibility
of the parents’to warn their children not to play
in sump areas, and make sure they know where
their youngsters are at all times.

Three children were drowned in the South-
west area during the past week. We don’t want
